IN PREPARATION FOR CONSULTATIONS WITH THE U.S. ON LOS AND 
FISHERIES LIMITS, LOS MINISTER EVENSEN HAS PROVIDED IN STRICTEST 
CONFIDENCE THE FOLLOWING "STANDARD "BILATERAL DRAFT 
AGREEMENT ON FISHING BY OTHR COUNTRIES IN A 200-MILE NORWEGIAN 
ECONOMIC ZONE. IT IS PROPOSED TO USE THE DRAFT AGREEMENT AS A BASIS 
FOR BILATERAL NEGOTIATIONS WITH COUNTRIES WHICH HAVE ENGAGED IN 
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LONG STANDING FISHING OPERATIONS OFF THE NORWEGIAN COAST NORTH OF 
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62 DEGREES. 

"AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF NORWAY AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF ON FISHERIES. 

"THE GOVERNMENT OF NORWAY AND THE GOVERNMENT OF ; 

"HAVING REGARD TO DEVELOPING STATE PRACTICE AND TO THE 
CONSENSUS EMERGING FROM THE THIRD UNITED NATIONS CONF- 
ERENCE ON THE LAW OF THE SEA, BASED ON COASTAL STATE 
RIGHTS OVER THE LIVING RESOURCES OF AN ECONOMIC ZONE OF 
200 NAUTICAL MILES ADJACENT TO ITS TERRITORIAL SEA; 

"HAVING REGARD TO THE DECLARED POLICY OF THE GOVERNMENT 
OF NRRWAY TO ESTABLISH AND ECONOMIC ZONE, PURSUANT TO AND 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH RELEVANT PRINCIPLES OF INTERNATIONAL 
LAW, AND TO EXERCISE WITHIN THIS AREA SOVEREIGN RIGHTS FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF EXPLORING, EXPLOITING, CONSERVING AND 
MANAGING THE LIVING RESOURCES THEREOF; 

"REAFFIRMING THEIR COMMON DESIRE TO ENSURE THE CONSERVATION 
OF THE FISH STOCKS OF THE WATERS OF THE AREA OF THE NORTH 
EAST ATLANTIC FISHERIES CONVENTION, AND TO MAINTAIN THE 
MOST RATIONAL MANAGEMENT AND EXPLOITATION OF THESE STOCKS; 
"DESIROUS OF PROMOTING THE ORDERLY DEVELOPMENT OF THE LAW 
OF THE SEA, AND OF ESTABLISHING TERMS AND CONDITIONS FOR 

THE FISHEREIES OF WITHIN THE NORWEGIAN ECONOMIC 

ZONE; 

"HAVE AGREED AS FOLLOWS: 

"ARTICLE 1 

"FISHING VESSELS OF SHALL BE ADMITTED TO FISH 

WITHIN SPECIFIED AREAS OF THE NORWEGIAN ECONOMIC ZONE, 

NORTH OF THE PARALLEL OF 62 DEGREES NORTH LATITUTE, ON THE TERMS 
AND CONDITIONS SET OUT IN THE FOLLOWING; 

"ARTICLE 2 

"1. FISHERIES BY VESSELS OF PURSUANT TO ARTICLE 1 

IN AN AREA BEYOND A DISTANCE OF 12 NAUTICAL MILES AND 
WITHIN A DISTANCE OF 50 NAUTICAL MILES FROM THE BASELINES 
FROM WHICH THE TERRITORIAL SEA IS MEASURED, SHALL BE DIS- 
CONTINUED ON 30 JUNE 1979. 

"2. FISHERIES BY VESSELS OF PURUSANT TO ARTICLE 1 

IN AREAS WITHIN THE NORWEGIAN ECONOMIC ZONE BEYOND A DIS 
TANCE OF 50 NAUTICAL MILES FROM THOSE BASELINES SHALL BE 
DISCONTINED ON 31 DECEMBER 1980. 
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"ARTICLE 3 

"THE SPECIFIED AREAS MENTIONED IN ARTICLE 1 ARE SET OUT 
IN THE ANNEX TO THIS AGREEMENT, WHICH SHALL CONSITUTE AN 
INTEGRAL PART THEREOF. 

"ARTICLE 4 

"IN THE EXERCISE OF ITS SOVEREIGN RIGHTS IN RESPECT OF THE 
LIVING RESOURCES OF THE NORWEGIAN ECONOMIC ZONE, THE 
GOVERNMENT OF NORWAY MAY DETERMINE ANNUALLY THE CATCH 
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LIMITS IN RESPECT OF THE ECONOMIC ZONE FOR INDIVIDUAL 
STOCKS OR COMPLEXES OF STOCKS, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE 
INTERDEPENDENCE OF STOCKS, INTERNATIONALLY ACCEPTED 
CRITERIA AND OTHER RELEVANT FACTORS. THE GOVERNMENT OF 
NORWAY SHALL, AFTER APPROPRIATE CONSULTATIONS, DETERMINE 

AN ALLOTMENT FOR FISHING VESSELS OF OF SUCH 

STOCKS FOR WHICH SUCH CATCH LIMITS HAVE BEEN DETERMINED, 
TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THE OVER-ALL QUOTAS MADE AVAILABLE 

TO THROUGH INTERNATIONAL ARRANGEMENTS BINDING 

UPON BOTH PARTIES, AND OTHER RELEVANT FACTORS, AND 
ESTABLISH THE FISHING EFFORT WHICH CORRESPONDS TO THE 
SAID ALLOTMENT. THE ALLOTMENT FOR THE PREIOD ENDING ON 
30 JUNE 1977 SHALL BE NOT LESS THAN (SPECIFICATION OF 
SPECIES AND TONNAGES). THE ALLOTMENTS FOR SUBSEQUENT 
YEARS MAY BE SUCCESSIVELY REDUCED. 

"DETERMINATIONS ACCORDING TO THE PRECEDING PARAGRAPH 
SHALL BE SUBJECT TO ADJUSTMENT WHEN NECESSARY TO MEET 
UNFORESEEN CIRCUMSTANCES, IN PARTICULAR THE NEED FOR 
EMERGENCY CONSERVATION MEASURES BASED ON BEST AVAILABLE 
SCIENTIFIC EVIDENCE. 

"ARTICLE 5 

"FISHING VESSELS OF SHALL, WHEN FISHING WITHIN 

THE NORWEGIAN ECONOMIC ZONE IN ACCORDANCE WITH THIS 
AGREEMENT, COMPLY WITH THE CONSERVATION MEASURES AND 
OTHER TERMS AND CONDITIONS ESTABLISHED FOR SUCH FISHERIES, 
AND SHALL BE SUBJECT TO NORWEGIAN LAWS AND REGULATIONS IN 
RESPECT OF FISHERIES. SUCH LAWS AND REGULATIONS MAY 
RELATE TO, INTER ALIA, SUB-ZONES, RESERVED AREAS FOR 
PARTICULAR GEAR, TRAWLER-FREE ZONES, CLOSED SEASONS, 
EFFORT AND CATCH LIMITATIONS, THE SIZE, TYPE, EQUIPMENT 
AND OPERATIONS OF VESSELS AND GEAR, AS WELL AS ANY OTHER 
PROVISIONS RELATING TO THE GENERAL CONDUCT AND POLICING 
OF FISHERIES. 
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"IN PARTICULAR, SUCH VESSELS SHALL DAILY ENTER RELEVANT 
DATA ON FISHING GROUND, FISHING EFFORT AND CATCH IN LOG- 
BOOKS WHICH SHALL AT ALL TIMES DURING PASSAGE IN THE 
NORWEGIAN E ONOMIC ZONE BE AVAILABLE FOR INSPECTION. 

EACH VESSEL SHALL REPORT BY RADIO UPON COMMENCEMENT OF 
FISHERIES WITHIN THE NORWEGIAN ECONOMIC ZONE, AND AT THE 
END OF EACH WEEK, FURNISH TO THE NORWEGIAN DIRECTORATE 
OF FISHERIES BY RADIO A DETAILED REPORT ON ATCH, FISHING 
TIME AND OTHER PERTINENT INFORMATION, INCLUDING PRESENT 
POSITION OF VESSEL AND FUTURE PROGRAMME FOR CATCH OP- 
ERATIONS, IN SUCH A MANNER AS MAY BE PRESCRIBED BY 
NORWEGIAN AUTHORITIES.

"ARTICLE 6 

"THE COMPETENT AUTHORITIES OF SHALL NOTIFY TO 

THE COMPETENT AUTHORITIES OF NORWAY THE NAME, REGISTRATION 
NUMBER, THE GEAR PROPOSED TO BE USED AND OTHER RELEVANT 
PARTICULARS AND THE NAME OF THE MASTER OF ANY FISHING 

VESSEL OF WHICH INTENDS TO FISH WITHIN THE 

SPECIFIED AREAS SET OUT IN THE ANNEX. SUCH NOTIFICATION 
SHALL ALSO BE GIVEN FOR ANY SUPPLY AND SUPPORT VESSELS 
SPECIFICALLY ACCOMPANYING SUCH FISHING VESSELS. 

"THE COMPETENT AUTHORITIES OF NORWAY SHALL ISSUE APPROPRIATE 

LICENSES TO EACH FISHING VESSEL OF WHICH IS ADMITTED 

TO SUCH FISHERIES. 

"ARTICLE 7 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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" 1 . THE GOVERNMENT OF NORWAY MAY TAKE WITHIN ITS ECONOMIC 
ZONE SUCH MEASURES, INCLUDING BOARDING, INSPECTION, ARREST 
AND JUDICIAL PROCEEDINGS, AS MAY BE NECESSARY TO ENSURE 
COMPLIANCE BY FISHING VESSELS OF WITH THE PRO- 

VISIONS OF THIS AGREEMENT AND AT APPLICABLE LAWS AND 
REGULATIONS IN ACCORDANCE WITH ARTICLE 5 ABOVE. 

"2. IN CASES OF ARREST AND DETENTION OF A VESSEL OF 

BY THE AUTHORITIES OF NORWAY, NOTIFICATION SHALL BE GIVEN 
PROMPTLY THROUGH DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS, INFORMING THE 

GOVERNMENT OF OF THE ACTION TAKEN AND OF ANY 

PENALTIES SUBSEQUENTLY IMPOSED. ARRESTED VESSELS AND 
THEIR CREWS SHALL BE PROMPTLY RELEASED UPON THE POSTING 
OF REASONABLE BOND OR OTHER SECURITY. PENALTIES FOR 
VIOLATIONS OF FISHEREIS REGULATIONS SHALL NOT INCLUDE 
IMPRISONMENT. 

"ARTICLE 8 

" THE GOVERNMENT OF SHALL TAKE MEASURES TO EN- 
SURE COMPLIANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THIS AGREEMENT 
AND OTHER RELEVANT NORWEGIAN REGULATIONS BY ITS VESSELS. 
"ARTICLE 9 

" THE TWO PARTIES UNDERTAKE TO COOPERATE DIRECTLY AND 
THROUGH APPROPRIATE INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS TO 
ENSURE PROPER MANAGEMENT AND CONSERVATION OF THE LIVING 
RESOURCES OF THE SEA, IN PARTICULAR WITH REGARD TO 
STOCKS OCCURRING WITHIN THE AREA OF THE NORTH EAST 
ATLANTIC FISHERIES CONVENTION. 

"ARTICLE 10 

"THIS AGREEMENT IS SUBJECT TO RATIFICATION, AND THE EX- 
CHANGE OF THE INSTRUMENTS OF RATIFICATION SHALL TAKE 
PLACE AT AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

"THIS AGREEMENT SHALL HAVE PROVISIONAL EFFECT FROM ITS 
SIGNATURE OR FROM THE DATE OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
NORWEGIAN ECONOMIC ZONE, WHICHEVER IS THE LATER. IT 
SHALL ENTER INTO FORCE ON THE DATE OF THE EXCHANGE OF 
RATIFICATIONS. THIS AGREEMENT SHALL EXPIRE ON 31 DEC- 
EMBER 1980. 

"DONE AT IN DUPLICATE, IN THE NORWEGIAN AND 

LANGUAGES, BOTH TEXTS BEING EQUALLY 

AUTHENTIC."
